You're not attracting 
FCC attention, but neither are you attracting the attention of your potential 
audience. They can't bear you either! "1 see no senBe in broadcasting if you can't 
be heard by the average listener with a DX-440." a/Richard T. (Dick) Pistek 

Thanks for the input. But 43 meters is not "new" - see Andrew Yoder's "DX 
Clipboard", December 1994 ACE, PP 24. 43 meters was in use waayyy back in the 
1970's, long before Kirk Trummel rame on the scene, and it didn't catch on then, 
either. As to xmtrs that "won't go below 6980 or bo", I presume you're referring to 
their VFO tuning. As I've said before, those old xmtrs Bhould NEVER be used on VFO 
because they drift badly aa a rule. And most old ham xmtrs will accept crystals, 
which will not only keep it stable but take it almost any frequency one wants to 
use. Agreed, the necessary FT243 crystals are becomming much more difficult to 
find, but they are highly recommended (JAN still makes them, and I have access to a 
small assortment if you need some). Beyond that, any VFO can be adjusted (with a 
screwdriver or a large hammer! hi) to tune the frequency range the Op wants. 
However, the *real* question remains this: why should Free Radio Ops all line up on 
a single frequency? Why not Rpread out and find your own niche in the Bpectrum? 
This approach worked quite well for the legendary Radio Clandestine, who never got 
busted and was heard rather well. Go ahead: Tell me the purpose is to "maximize 
your audience". Another commercial broadcasting concept that has no place in Free 
Radio! Certainly Operators want to be heard, but broadcasting in such a way as to 
catch the largest possible audience increases the likelihood that at least one of your 
listeners will be an un-smiling FCC agent who's taking DF bearings on your Bignal.

Clandestine radio and terrorism have had an aaaociatlon with each other for many 
yeara. The recent cluster of terrorist activities in major industrialized countries haa 
been dominating the news lately, particularly given the catastrophic bombing of the 
Federal Building in Oklahoma City. Prior to this terrible incident, a Beries of poison 
gas attacks in Japanese cities received saturation press coverage. Japanese 
authorities have linked many of these attacks to a terrorist cult group called Aum 
Shinrikyo. (I have noticed various spellings of this 

linked to Aum Shinrikyo members, where they have 
manufacturing poison gas. 

You may not be aware that Aum Shinrikyo has been operating a radio service for 
some time. I have been looking through various information sources in vain to find 
some current loggings or schedules. But, Radio Aum Shinrikyo has been operating 
with a shortwave schedule in Japanese and English since at least the Bummer of 
1992, using transmitters that are part of the Russian international broadcasting 
network. Various 1992 issues of the Numero Uno newsletter had loggings on 17710 
kHz at 1300 UTC, 15485 kHz at 2030 UTC in English, 15210 kHz at 0430 UTC in 
English, and various other reported frequencies such as 9470, 9865, 11690, 11980, 
12015, 15550, etc. These logs are three years old, bo it is certain that the recent 
Aum Shinrikyo schedule varies from this. But, has anybody been hearing the show 
lately? 

The station has proven to be an excellent verifier via the following addreBs: Radio 
Aum Shinrikyo, 381-1 Hitoana, Fujinoiniya, Shizouka, Japan 418-01. One of the first, 
received in July 1992 by Jerry Berg of Massachusetts, featured a "picture of guru 
Shoko Asahara" design. In Numero Uno #1178, Berg cited the following quote from 
one of the three English language books that arrived with his verie, "Master Shoko 
Asohara attained enlightenment in the Himalayas in 1986 after eight years of 
strenuous practice, he started Aum Shinrikyo in 1987 and has been actively engaged 

helped thousands of people and many have joined the Sangha (the holy community) 
to practice his teachings as in the days of Buddha Sakyamuni 2,500 years ago. The 
authenticity of his teachings has been proved by over 300 disciples who have 
attained various stages of enlightenment in the past five years." 

In Numero Uno #1182, Ron Howard of California reported that Aum Shinrikyo also 
maintains a USA contact address, which is Aum Supreme Truth, 8 EaBt 48th Street 
#2E, New York, New York 10017. The address is almost three years old, so it is not 
clear if it is still valid today. 

The most recent information that I have comes from BBCMS, who immediately began 

Voiced Rustia and Mayak transmitters ceased after March 23. The sect had been an 
excellent cash customer. According to the ITAR-TASS news agency, Aum Shinrikyo 
paid $2,000 per day or about $800,000 per year for the extensive transmitter relay 
time that it had been using. Despite this lucrative arrangement, Mayak apparently 
pulled the plug in the wake of controversy about the Japanese terrorist incidents.

UNITED STATES RIGHT WING CLANDESTINES 

Following the Oklahoma^ City bombing on April 19, there was considerable immediate 

perpetrators. If so, the list of Middle Eastern clandestines is long, so a clandestine 
radio angle could have presented itself. There was considerable immediate hostility 
toward Arab Americans in many parts of the country, including here in Cleveland. 
But, in lesB than two day B it became clear that the Oklahoma bombing was not a 
case of international terrorism. It instead was an example of the home-grown version 
based in various "Patriot" groups on the far right wing of United States domestic 
politics. 

The right wing USA groups are no strangers to shortwave clandestine hobbyistB. 
Quite a few of them buy time on licensed United States private shortwave 
transmitters, where they are heard regularly. I am not aware that any Aryan Nations 
or Michigan Militia groups are among the current producers of relayed clandestine 
shortwave programming. But, there are plenty of shows that can be heard with 
startling program content. 

One example that is well known to ACE members is the American Dissident Voices 
program. While it has never been conclusively proven, It is virtually certain that 
this weekly show evolved from the old pirate/clandestine station Voice of Tomorrow. 
1 listened to the ADV program at 1630 UTC on April 22 via WRNO on 15420 kHz. The 
President of the extreme right wing National Alliance made a speech in which he 
called for the end of illegal Mexican immigration to the USA. He proposed to 
accomplish this by issuing orders for border guards to shoot Illegal immigrants on 
sight as they crossed the border, much like the old border guards in East Germany. 
The American Dissident Voices program is by no means the only radio voice of fringe 
extreme right wing groups in the USA. Several groups buy time on stations like 
WRNO, WWCR, and WHRI, who do not hesitate to sell air time. It is interesting that 
Russian shortwave transmitters are more choosy about who they will carry than the 
commercial USA shortwave stations are.

Many ACE members have logged and verified the North American r«.._, . 
of Russian pirate Radio Magic. Stan of this station is also a clandestine DXer, and he 
checks in this month with some station schedules that he clearly hears in Russia. 
But, his first tip apparently has already become obsolete. Stan says that the Voice 
of Iranian Kurdistan .uses 4282 kHz for its transmissions in Farsi and Kurdish 
between 0315 and 0430 UTC. But, BRCMS says that it has not heard this one since 
March 19. When operating, it is the radio voice of the Kordestan Democratic Party of 

On the other hand, Stan joins the list of ACE members who report logs of the Voice 
of Iraq, Kurdistan. It uses 4180 kHz between 0345-0500 UTC. Despite the name that 
is similar to the Iranian station, this one is a separate operation. It might pay to 
keep a close eye on this Btation. Turkey has Invaded Iraq lately, and occupies a 
substantial area of Iraqi territory heavily populated by Kurds southeast of the 
Turkish border. This obviously is an explosive situation, and it seems certain that 
the clandestine is providing its own version of coverage. Stan does not mention it 
but according to BRCMS, another good one to look for in this region Is the Voice of 
Independent Kurdistan (PKK Radio, in opposition to Turkey) This one uses a

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RADIO MESSAGE OF FREEDOM 



During the last couple of months, BBCMS has carried a variety of contradictory 
information about the Afghanistan clandestine station Radio Message of Freedom. This 
one is the voice of Afghan opposition leader Golboddin Hekmalyar, presumably 
broadcasting from near his headquarters at Charasiab, near Kabul. This one is 
normally scheduled at 0730 UTC on 7090 kHz, but BBCMS reports that it is now 
using an additional new frequency of 6145 kHz. 

RNI RETURNS 

The word spread rapidly in raid-April that Radio New York International has 
returned, or perhaps Allan Weiner has returned. In any event, a Radio New York 
International press release, giving Weiner'B number at (207) 985-7547, says that both 
Weiner and the Radio New York International identification are now scheduled on 
"Sunday nights 12AM-1:00AM EST on 7435 kHz, starting April 30th." 1 presume that 
this translates into 0400-0500 UTC Mondays via WWCR, but this remains to be seen. 
The time slot is a little late for those of us who have to get up and go to work on 
Monday morning in the Eastern time zone, but thiB Is nevertheless an interesting 
development.

WATKJNS JOHNSON SHIPS E-PROM UPGRADE 

It has been a few months since I discussed the Watkins Johnson HF-1000 receiver in 
this column. Since then there have been several developments regarding this 
innovative DSP receiver. In mid-April the Watkins Johnson Company (and engineer 
Michael Cox) shipped newly revised e-prom software chips for the receiver. The new 
software enables wider 3.6 and 4.0 kHz bandwidths for use in upper and lower 

considerably from « nominal vakie of 15 ms to 2 ms. The noise blanker software has 
modified, supposedly with the goal of better performance on weak signals. 

In our discussion of this receiver in The ACE, 1 pointed out that the receiver has 
problems caused by digital hash interference internally generated by the receiver 
lUelf, especially when used with external audio wires running from the back panel 
to an amplifier or speakers. WatkinB Johnson has been working on this. In fact, I 
wne among those who helped test some hardware modifications for them. In mid-April 
they said that in some installation configurations, their testB show that RFI digital 
hash is generated by the receiver's DSP circuitry, and is then picked up by the 
receiver's IF. New hardware modification kits for the headphone jack and the back 
panel 15 pin audio connector are available from Watkins Johnson to asBiBt those who 
are having this difficulty. My own tests show that the new torroid-based kits 
reduce the digital hash between 5-20 dBm, depending upon frequency. This is a 
welcome significant improvement, but it has not eliminated the problem, especially on 
high frequencies above 20 mHz. 

currently excellent double sideband synchronous detector, an FSK demodulation mode 
ofrset (expected in May 1995), and a second digital signal processing board that 
would support functions such as DSP audio processing and automatic heterodyne 

elimination. 

All of this took place too close to column deadline time, so I can't provide a full 
evaluation yet.

A most distressing recent development Is the new non-enablement doctrine 
established within the DIALOGS column. Sounds like a neo-llberal politically correct 
newspeak term for censorship.

Attention please. Would all of the stations In the vicinity of 6955kHz, 6875kHz 
and 7415kHz please suspend operations. (That's everyone except KDED who used 
6966Khz In February) We have been Informed that you do not have "good taste or 
class" nor "enough Intelligence to find their own niche In the spectrum." It seems 
that some suggest that If you follow someone else on a frequency there Is something 
wrong with building an audience. If lining up on a frequency creates a shooting 
gallery for the FCC, why Is It that not all of the Insanity broadcasters were busted? 
Could It be that they did not all publish a schedule with a time, frequency and date 
which was sent to the FCC? 

Next we have comments directed to the AM V6. Sideband debate. Instruments 
have proven time and again that the audio output from a sideband transmission 
exactly matches the waveforms of the audio from an AM transmitter. Yes, It takes a 
little bit of skill to tune a sideband signal but I've seen a third grader master the 
technique. And why Is the word drift used with sideband signals? Anyone familiar 
with electronics should realize that the drift In signal Is associated with the warm- 
up of the tubes In a transmitter. It has nothing whatsoever to do with sideband or 
AM. Modern solid state sideband signals are rock solid and less drift prone than 
tube produced AM signals. I guess If we launch a crusade against sideband, we 
should also 6tart a Jihad against anyone U6lng tube transmitters. 
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One operator has reported an Interesting experiment. A program was aired 
sideband and almost 20 reports were received. All Indicated good signal levels, 
to s8. A second show was aired Immediately following the first. The tapes were r 
through a normalizing processor to Insure that the amplitude of the source slgi 



transmitter from sideband to AM mode. Only one report was received for this AM 
transmission. It came from one person who logged both the AM and the sideband 
sts. The sideband signal was described as "booming In" while the AM 
i which lost a significant amount of Its power developing a carrier was 
is "weak". You be the Judge. Would you rather hear a sideband signal 
or not hear a weaker AM signal? 

From comments received by a technician at one of the 41 meter powerhouse 
operations, they do Indeed listen to the frequency prior to sign on. Another myth 
destroyed by actual data. Several people have Indicated an Interest In obtaining 
the data which supports the statement that 41 meter stations might skew attempted 
DF-ing by the FCC. If this Is so, wouldn't one have to believe that the RTTY and 
WEFAX signals on 43 meters have the same effect? 

Another Interesting experiment has been conducted Involving interference with 
digital signals. In a demonstration of Its equipment, Motorola mixes a voice and 
music signal on top of Its data signals. A trained DX ear was quoted as saying that 

data was Inaudible. Guess what? The filters were easily able to automatically cut 
out the "Interference" and the machines on the other end received the data without 
error. I suspect the "more intelligent operators" would quickly realize that these 
machines are not going to call the FCC to report Interference when they don't even 

One final comment has been received regarding the cry for operators to move 
down Into the 90 meter and medium wave bands. Rather than abandoning 41 and 43 
meters, many operators have merely moved Into earlier UTC operating hours when 
the MUF still supports propagation. One major concern Is the antenna. A resonant 
dlpole for medium wave or even a vertical Is Just a tad bit more Involved than a 
simple and relatively short 40-somethlng meter dlpole.

Insiders tell me that the summer of '95 may bring us the return of some classic 
pirate stations that have been Inactive for over a decade. They plan to use the same 
station names as In the past, but there seems to be a definite format change In the 
works.

I also have evidence of a few new operators who are planning to make their debut 
this summer. Some of them have some very original Ideas toward programming. I 
think they will all prove to be very entertaining.

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Sines I have not yet negotiated my salary with the ACE for writing this article ( I 
do get paid don't I?) I cannot afford to purchase and review new products on a 
regular basis. However If you buy a new piece of equipment or get a chance to try 
something out. How about putting your thoughts down In a couple of short 
paragraphs and send It to me so that others can benefit from your experiences. 

This month, Kirk Trummel submits the first Product Review. Kirk tried out the 
Radio Shack DSP Noise Reduction System. Kirk tells me that this unit Is great for 
removing unwanted hetrodynes and adjacent channel Interference. I was Impressed 
by what Kirk said of the DSP so I bought my own and tried It for myself. The 
following Is a combination of both of our observations. 

I found the DSP to be good for removing unwanted noise, however whan the 
uignal I was monitoring was strong and clear I thought the DSP was more of a 
hassle than it was a help so I used It In the bypass mode until I needed serious 
filtering. In those situations where you have a tough DX the DSP really shines. Co 
channel Interference Is easily eliminated. When listening to weak AM stations covered 
with RTTY or other data type signals the DSP was very effective at filtering out 

these signals. This unit would tin grunt f..i tl n who have a radio with limited 

selectivity. The unit connects to the speaker output of your radio, you then may 
listen through the unit's built In speaker, the external headphones Jack, or you may 
connect your own external speaker. Controls for volume, bypass, three band widths, 
and three filters, are all simple to use and easy to understand. 

too much audio, the DSP actually makes the signal sound much worse. This takes a 
little practice but I scon found myself getting accustomed to it. The Internal speaker 
lacks tonal quality, although It may actually sound better than some receivers" 
internal speakers. When used with headphones or an external speaker the over all 
performance of the DSP Is well worth the $79.95 price tag. With Digital Signal 
Processing technology. It might be possible to make a low dollar receiver produce 
results that rival the more expensive rigs. I wonder If Radio Shack plans to Include 
this technology In their future line of short wave receivers? 

The DSP Is designed for mobile use and comes with a mounting bracket and DC 
power cables. For Indoor use you will need to supply your own 12 volt DC power 
source, which can also be conveniently purchased at Radio Shack.
